where they come from, where 
they sleep? No, it doesn't 
matter, | take care of them, | 
feed them, | buy them biscuits, | 
by them meat, | built ’em a little 
doghouse, they like it there, 
they have bowls with their 
names onit, they can fetch, they 
can play dead, they can bite, 
they make wonderful guard- 
dogs, that’s all | care about.

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head sadly. “He could have 
been something special, heck 
he was something special. You 
know, | remember one time 
down in the gym, now a bunch 
of us were working out, some 
were intent, others in the final 
stages, you know the kinda 
atmosphere I’m talking about. 

“Anyway, this must’ve been 
just after the kid came into 
Georgia, | don’t know, maybe a 
couple or few months, anyway, 
that’s not the point. Sullivan’s in 
the ring, working out, all by 
himself. Now you have to really 
picture this. He’s going through 
all his maneuvers alone! 

“Usually there'll be someone 
in there with you, heck, you 
need someone to bounce off of, 
to give you the right kind of 
perspective.

What is it about The Freebirds 
which drives Rich to such hate and 
determination?

wrestlers and threaten people and 
cause havoc and the like. 

“I think Hayes is a crumb, a 
whining little sissy who doesn’t 
know when to shut his mouth, and 
Gordy is a moron, and Roberts has 
cartilage inside his head, 
nothing more. 

“Now all this just isn’t based on 
what fans tell me, but what I can 
see and experience. And | just 
don't like what they’re doing to this 
fine state. I don’t like any wrestler 
hassling the fans or ignoring them 
or calling them names. I’d sooner 
have the wrestler call me names 
than pick on a fan. But the result 
will be the same. 

“The Freebirds will be driven 
plumb into the ground when | get 
finished with them. And if that’s 
what the fans want, then I'll do it.” 

What about Race? 

“Man, have you ever seen sucha 
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slob for a champion? I don’t know 
how the guy can even button his 
shirt’ anymore. Looks like he’s 
carrying a warehouse full of beer 
around for safekeeping. 

“Again, my fans have written 
and called me and said how they 
think I should go after Race. The 
fans don’t really like the way Race 
conducts himself in the ring. He’sa 
cheater and he doesn’t deserve to 
be champion of the world.” 

Doesn't Rich recall his earlier 
frustrations at attempting to wrest 
away the NWA title from Race? 

“It's a lot different now, I’m a 
different man. I’ve grown up. | 
have more patience. You know, 
back a while ago, I'd get real ticked 
off if I ever had to wait for 
anything. It could be the easiest, 
most simple thing in the whole 
world, and still ?'d get upset. 

“Like I could be in a super- 


market, waiting to check out my 
food and maybe the line is kind of 
dragging and the checkout girl is 
chatting with a friend. It used to be 
I'd get all bent out of shape 
and angry. 

“But I’ve learned to control my 
impatience. | learned that in life, 
you've got to wait for all good 
things and some things take a little 
longer than others. And it isn’t 
healthy and good for you to get all 
twisted about small things. You’ve 
got to save your strength for the 
the things in life that really matter. 

“So I’ve put down my priorities 
and found out what really counts 
to me and I’ve realized that what 
really matters are the fans and my 
career. All else doesn’t amounttoa 
hill of beans in this crazy world. So 
all the fans, just tell me what you 
want. I'll be more than happy to 
oblige.”

The world of Crusher 
Blackwell is a lonely one, filled 
with pain and anguish, with 
disappointments, with one

Take his public image, for 
instance. Of course, Blackwell has 
no one else to blame but himself 
for the public perception of him 
as a cruel, ambitious man 
capable of the most evil tricks 
imaginable to gain his goals.

begins as many do, in the 
morning, and ends at evening, in 
the arena. 

Blackwell awakens early, a 
habit borne of his farmboy 
childhood. At 6:30, Blackwell 
rolls out of his king-sized bed 
and onto the floor. Picking up the 
lamp which fell as the result of 
his feet hitting the ground, 
Blackwell trudges into the 
shower. Not your usual shower, 
mind you. More like aswimming 
pool, specially designed to meet 
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his needs and one that cost 
thousands of dollars. 

Requiring two bars of soap to 
wash his huge body, Blackwell 
finishes his shower and 
prepares breakfast. Once, 
Blackwell ate out every morning. 
But local waitresses complained 
about carrying the heavy trays 
of food. So Blackwell doesn't go 
out much anymore. He stays in, 
and dines alone. 

Blackwell eats 15 eggs, a 
pound of bacon, a loaf of whole 


wheat bread, and a half-pound 
of butter. His breakfast takes 
nearly an hour to eat. 
Blackwell dresses, specially 
tailored clothes from Roger of 
Winnipeg. These cost a pretty 
penny also. He enters the 
elevator. Two people recognize 
him and get off at the next floor. 
Another, so stunned by the 
presence of this infamous rule- 
breaker, freezes against the far 
wall and stays inside as

Once, Blackwell would stop 
off in the playground. But 
children refused to play with him 
anymore.

Blackwell once had a car. But 
he made the mistake of bringing 
it for repairs into a shop owned 
by a Crusher fan.

does this morning, though the 
arena is miles away. 

He dresses in silence, even 
fellow rulebreakers  shirking 
him. But Blackwell doesn’t 
complain. He wants Verne 
Gagne’s AVA title and accepts 
the pain of his ambitions. At 
least, it seems that way on the 
surface. As Blackwell walks 
down the corridor and into the 
arena, the imperturbable 
exterior crumbles. It shakes at 
the first angry fan screaming. It 
rumbles at another fan yelling at 
Blackwell. It shatters when the 
screams become a chorus and 
explodes when the cocopho- 
nous disapproval bombards his 
corpulent frame with un- 
relenting contempt. 

Blackwell pauses, shakes his 
fist, shouts back, and refuses to 
be intimidated. He has this goal, 
you see. He wants something 


very badly, you see. But upon 


that bearded face lies the 
shadow of puzzlement. He 
cannot understand why he must 
be so sad, why he must be so 
lonely, why mere ambition must 
exact such a fearsome price. 
And as Blackwell lumbers into

LARM !IS MANIFESTED in 

many different ways. It 
changes from person to person, 
from situation to situation, from 
dream todream. When Bob Roop 
entered the pro ranks 10 years 
ago replete with credentials as 
NCAA wrestling champion, the 
world of pro wrestling seemed 
just another trivial empire for 
him to conquer. 

In that time Roop has never 
won a federation title. He is not 
even classified as one of the 
leading contenders. That is 
surprising, especially when one 
considers his native skills. If it is 
surprising to the fans, it is 
devastatingly terrifying to Roop. 

Now the terror has turned 
into panic. Cold, naked panic. 
The years are rushing by, the 
waters are carrying his 
splintered dreams out into the 
hungering vastness of the sea of 
defeat. 

The time has come for Roop to 
re-evaluate his position. He has 
seen it, has been bewildered by 
it, and now is scared. 

The absolute war between 
Roop and Ivan Putski is a perfect 
example of the former NCAA 
champion’s fear.

ready for Putski. His timing was 
off. He should not have wrestled 
Putski. At least not so soon after 
coming back to Florida.

He might have 
lost anyway, but when he saw 
one more element of failure 
materialize, he lost all aspect of 
self-control. He went berserk.

to him yet he’s champion. Why? 
Tell me how that is huh? Give me 
a straight, up-front answer why 
lesser men are champions and 
Bob Roop isn’t.” 

If Roop needed proof, his 
clumsy match against Putski 
was there for analysis. Yet it 
wasn't a case of defeating Roop. 
He has reached the stage where 
he is his most dangerous foe. 

“| think too much out there 
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and then suddenly, pow, my 
mind goes blank and alll dois act 
out.of animalistic instincts. Then 
| can't do anything right. 

“It's not like | don't have 
talent. | got that in spades, baby. 
But I’m completely out of my 
rhythm.

“Aerial maneuvers are my 
favorite, obviously,” said Sugar, 
grinning. “There is nothing quite 
like flying through the air. When 
you try an aerial maneuver, you're 
combining the very best of speed 
and strength and intellect.” 


Sugar credits another great 
masked wrestler for his own interest 
in this difficult aspect of 
professional wrestling. 

“I always admired Mr. Mil 
Mascaras,” he said. “From my 
viewpoint, | didn’t think anyone in 
the whole darn world could 


compare with Mascaras in terms of 
sheer skill. Maybe lots of fans 
think that flying through the air is 
simple. Well, let me tell you, 
it’s not. 

“You really gotta practice real 
hard and work oneverything to get 
it down right. When you’re talking 
about a pure strength move, if 
something goes wrong, you can 
always find another way to fall 
back or get out of it. But when you 
blow an aerial maneuver, then you 
look awfully foolish. And you can 
seriously injure yourself. 

“Nothing could be worse to me 
than blowing an aerial maneuver. I 
never want to be embarrassed or 
humiliated. I don’t even consider 
trying out a maneuver until I’ve 
done it a thousand times and am 
totally convinced there is no way 
on this planet that anyone is going 
to be able to stop it. 

“That’s kinda consistent with the 
way | view life. If you can’t do 
something right, then don’t even 
bother trying at all.” 

Sugar turns angry when 
discussing the Masked Assassins. 

“Know how bad a rep they give all 
masked wrestlers by their cheap 
little tricks?” asked Sugar. “Man, 
they just embarrass the whole 
dignity of wearing a mask. When 
you wear a mask, you're telling the 
whole world that you’re something 
special. But you just can’t get out 
there and tell people you’re special 
*cause anyone can get up and say 
whatever the hell they want. 

“Nope, you gotta show that 
you're something special, that you 
really do deserve the respect and 
trust of the fans. When fans can’t 
see your face, they might think you 
can’t be trusted. So you gotta show 
them, that you're even more 
trustworthy than non-masked 
wrestlers. And that’s why the deceit 
and all that garbage pulled by the 
Masked Assassins hurts me so. — 

“But, least I’m champion now,” 
Sugar concluded. “I don’t care how 
many assassins they throw at me, 
I'm not gonna let them get that

numerous titles, including the 
Georgia heavyweight champion- 
ship which he recently lost to Mr. 
Wrestling II. He is a well respected 
wrestler throughout the NWA. 
Many lesser wrestlers shrink and 
quiver at the mere mention of his 
name. However Mosca’s greatest 
challenge and problem may be 
fought outside the squared circle. 
It may eventually end in a United 
States Supreme Court, if it exists 
at all. 

One man, a common, well- 
dressed businessman, is seemingly 
dedicated to one simple goal in life, 
according to Angelo. Do not allow 
Angelo Mosca to hold any 
championship belts. The motive is 
mysterious. The methods have 
been frightening and effective. 
Mosca is scared, angry, and fed up. 
The one man behind it all is a 
powerful wrestling official. Or at 
least Mosca thinks he is. 

Mosca explains the complex 
details best. “Being from Canada, I 
always felt very comfortable 
wrestling in front of my people,”

He looked vaguely 
familiar. 

“After | won a minor title in the 
Mid-Atlantic area, I saw the same 
guy at my first title defense. He was 
wearing a gray suit, a white shirt 
and a blue tie. He was sitting in the 
first row and his presence scared 
me half to death. After I lost the 
championship on a questionable 
ruling by the referee, I saw the guy 
laughing loudly again. I rushed at 
him, but he was well protected by 
several big guys in tight shirts.” 

Coincidence? Is Mosca 
imagining this whole story? Is hea 
paranoid wrestler insecure about 
his abilities? The latest episode of 
this macabre story offers further 
evidence supporting Mosca.
